Agrarian Muddle. 

The ReRolution , bo -well introducod 
"by Mr. Mara, on Thursday, deals with 
larger intorests than, perhaps, many 
persons'at fixst sight might be led to 
fiupposd.' It aijpears that the title to 
no IoB9 ■ than twenty-seven thousand 
eight hundred and eighty acres ie in 
dispute on the Mainland alone. It is 
apportioned as follows; New West- 
minster District, 11,959; Yale-Lyttou 
Diltrirtj '13,337; Lillddet- Diutrict, 
1,830; Cariboo District, 754. Tlio 
lands, the title to which.is thus in dis- 
pute, were acquired in 1870, 1871, and 
1872, in the following manner: Up to 
1870 the Pre-oniptiou Law entitled the 
pre-emptor, after having made certain 
specfied improvemants on his claim, to 
acquire, by purchase, a stated quantity 
of adjacent land at the rate of one 
dollar an acre, one-half to be yinid 
down and the other half to lie paid 
in two years. The Act of 1870 took 
away this rijfht of purchase and con- 
fin^id 'thd right of entering uponunsur- 
veyed lands to pre-emption pure and 
simple. But if the right of purchaH(3 
was taken away by the Act of 1870, it 
is surely not possiblo that purchasOH 
were sub.sequontly made with tho 
sanction of eitlier tho Chief or Assist- 
ant Commissioners. But there were, 
though! During the yenrs 1870-71-72 thoao 
• Xioers Qotonly sanotionedlBuch purchases 
but actually rfedeived ana duly receipted 
lor- thei first instalment thereon. And, 
in doing this we think those olTicer.s acted 
properly. Will the roaJor follow ns care- 
fully hero? It is necessary to remark 
that those ijurohases, made Buh80i]uontly 
to the enactment of the Jaw which took 
away the right of purchase, were made 
by persons who pre-empted uudor tho 
former law, which gave tho right of pnr- 
chiiso. Tims they acquired tho right 
prior to tho enactment of tho law of 1870, 
and thoy oiorcisod it afterwards. Tho 
law of 1870 could not, aa wo think, de- 
prive pro-ouiptors of any rights acquired 
under tho law it repealed. This is a well- 
known principle in common law. It is a 
principle of common justice. Lot us 
look at it. A settler, say, in 18G9, onter.s 
upon a pre-emption and commences to im- 
prove it, creating a liomestead for his 
family, intending to exorciso tho right of 
extending his boundaries by purchasing 
adjacent land under tlio provisions of tho 
Act, so soon as his inqirovcments shall 
entitle him to do so. Tho law docs not 
limit him as to the time within which ho 
may purchase. While ."itruggliug to cre- 
ate a homestead a law is passed repeal- 
ing tho one under which he pre-empted 
and abolishing the system of purchase al- 
to ,'etRor. If it bo so that the now law 
ta'.C(!S away liis right of piircJiaso, ho is 
cnuiiped uj) upon nno hundred an(i sixty 
acres, iiiul liis whole plans are deranged, 
it may bo, to such an extent as to cause 
him to abandon the claim and leave tho 
oountrjr in disgust. But wo contend that 
the new law cannot take away riglits ac- 
qiiired under tho old. And surely it will 
not bo denied that tho settler did acquire 
the right to i)urchaso a certain area of 
njacent land, just as much as h« acquired 
the right tn a Crown title upon tho ful- 
filment of certain speci&c conditions. It 
may seem verj presumptous to set up 
our opinion in opposition to that of the 
Attornoy-Gcnorul ; but it docs api)car to 
us that those who pro-onipted uiulor tho 
law giving tlio right of pureliaao did jiro- 
sorve tliAt right during the years horeiii 
above spocifieil ; that tliey still retain it; 
and that nu law subsequently enacted can 
take it away. But wo beliova the Treaty of 
Union is lugged in as an additional bar 
to the granting of a title in tho class 
of cases adverted to. In tho Treaty it is 
provided that "tho Government of liritish 
Columbia shall not sell or alienate any 
further portions of tho public lands of 
IJritish Columbia in any other way than 
under right of pre-einpti<ni, reciuiring 
actual residence of the pro-omptor on tho 
land claimed by him." Now, wo contoiul 
that hero are presorved all tlie riglits ac- 
(juirod under the pre-emption law. It 
may possil)ly bo claimed that, inasmucli 
as tlio Treaty was made while tho jire- 
emption law of 1870 was in force, if oidy 

E reserved the rights of pio-omplion givcii 
y that law, which did not incliuh' llie 
right of jiurchiise. lint it must be clear 
that if tho hiw of 1870 could not taki; 
away tlio right of i^urchaso acquired under 
a former law, the Treaty could not do it. 
It will be seen, tlion, that, according to 
our coiitoutioii, tho huid in dispute was le- 
gally ac(iuired, and the Provincial (iov't 
is altogether wrong in withholding the 
titl(>s. The only rocour.so now ajipears to 
lie to thi> Dominion (i()^•ernmeut ; unci, al- 
though the interests of that Government 
might be presumed to lie to some extent 
in the opposite direction, wo have no fear 
as to the rosnlts, that is to say, iiroviding 
tlio caRO is ]n-oper]y place(i before Iho 
iiutliorities at Ottawa. Very much will, of 
course, d<^])end ui)on fliat. Wo do not 
mean to K.ay that the Dominion (iovern- 
ment will think it necessary to "pass an 
' Act legalizing" these sales. A jirojier 
statement of the ease would very likely 
load that Government to conclude th.-it 
tho Provincial Govornment has nil Iho 
necessary jiowor. nnd to so instruct it. 
However the matter may lie adjusted, we 
''feel quite satisfied that it will bo so ad- 
justed as that a large number of settlers 
will be protected in their vested rights. In 
HO far as the Federal Government are con- 
iTrnod, tiioro i.'i really nothing at stake. 
To tliom twenly-ciglit tliousanil acr(?s is a 
«mull alVair, and it is a matter of compara- 
tive indilTeronco whothor tiie.so acres fall 
to tho J^oniinion for railway jiurjioics in 
one locality or in another. But to the 
settlors, many of whom have made con- 
' 'sidorablo improvements upon ihoKo lanrt.s, 
tho (question is one of jirofound iiiiport- 
anco, one which must rotloxly concern the 
Domiuiou; so tliat, in confirming these 
rights, not only will justice bo doiio to tho 
individual settlors directly concerned, 
but the bi;st interests of tlie I'rovinco and, 
c'onsivpieutly. of Iho Dominion of wliich 
it forms a jinrt will bo promoted. 

The Reserved Bills. 

It will doubtless be within the Minor's 
recolloction that four bills passed last 

session (tho Franchise extension, thn 
JIaval and Military sottlers, the Wild 
Land Tux, and the Legitimacy bills) 
v'Qre r^eerred (or tUo pleasure of the 



.Gpvornor-General. It will he re- 
"imombered that, so far as has' 'yet boon 
made public, only tho first of those bills 
received tho assoiit of tho Governor-Gen- 
eriil. Tho second and the third were dis- 
allowed, llespecting the fourth nothing 
is known. In reply to an cddress of the 
House, the ^correspohdonce which arose 
betwoeh the two Ooverhments relative to 
these measures, has been sent down and 
printed. A glance at tho Eoport of tho 
Privy Council upon those bills, may not 
jjrovo unintorostiug. In regard to tho 
Fraucliiso bill, the Popoi t distinctly af- 
firms that "tho Legislature of British 
Golunibia have authority to legislate, in 
their own discretidh'; as to the 'parties by 
whom tho right of franchise, in resjiect of 
tho Legislative Assembly may bo eiercis- 
od;" and it acl-rcrts to a recent instance in 
which Ontario expressly excluded Indians 
from the franchise. Thus tho lloport, in 
tho fullest manner, supports tho position 
taken by tho promoters oL the bill last 
session. Tho Privy Council Eeport 
against the Wild Land Tax Bill, on the 
tho ground that it wonM ;i]ii''y to tho 
railway lauds, and thereby infringe tlio 
spirit of the Treaty of Union, and tho 
the Lieutenant Governor is asked to urge 
iqjon his Government tho expediency of 
exempting such lands from taxation in 
liny bill that may horoaftor bo passed. 
Tho Military and Naval Settlers' Bill is 
reported against on tho ground that it 
would, by enlarging tho facilities for ao- 
(piiring land uiidor the i'rc-einption Act, 
ISTO, infringe the terms of tho Treaty of 
Union. As has already boon intimated, 
tho fjogitimacy Bill is not included in thn 
Eeport. It wotxld seem to have been 
wholly overlooked, and will, in all pro- 
bability, be ro-onactod this session. 

A ffGiitloman who has frequently ox- 
perieiicnd tlio disadvantno'cs of do- 
pendnir memory, and who finally 
chose a better way, urges, through. 
' ' Moore's Rural , " each of his brethren 
in industrial puiKuits to supply him- 
self with a small blank book, with n 
pencil in it, and carry the samo uhviiys 
in the side pocket. On it.s pn^'-cs a 
man should sot down every iinportaut 
item of business necessary to be looked 
after. For example, needed repairs 
about the farm, garden, orchard, (1 wel- 
ling, barn. Again, those whu write 
for agricultural pajier.s often have 
ideas which present tiiomselvoB to the 
mind, and which they woidd liko to 
put in due form for publication an- 
other time, A good plan is to jot them 
down at once, and then, at leisure, 
give lunjile cxjirossion in word.s, and 
thereliy liencfit others by tho lessons 
of your exjierioiicG. In tho words of 
the excellent Captain Cuttle, "make a 
3ioto of it."

nnd tho report of li lecture delivered before- 
thfl American Geograjihical Society by Pro 
fessur Eothrock, wdioh as within the year 
made a patient i xploration of this North- 
west Coast. From the report wo copy as 
follows: 

The lecture referred to Pugot Sound, 
using it as a, ^actjcq^p^u^t, • an^rpointod 
out the vast" resources it contained — har- 
bors suflioient to acccmimodato in safety 
the Navies of tlu^ world. He then si)oko 
of tho force of the current on the Fraser 
river, which was ono of the strongest in 
the world. The valley of the Eraser is 
oxtreinely fertile, and hero flourish many 
rare and beautiful plants known to tho 
botanist. The region is occupied by no 
particular tribe of Indians, but claimed 
)iy Ihom all. For ('eiituries it has been a 
battle grfumd for them, and .hero they 
have fought out their most terrible fouda. 
Much of tho hind is well adapted to farm- 
ing and grazing purposes, and almost 
every where traces of gold can be found. 
There is a remarkable analogy between 
the wesforn coast of thi.i OM World and 
the western C(jaiitof the New. Tlie climate 
is much mori) tomporato than that of 
Camilla. A'ancouver's Island stands high 
for salubrious temperature. Tho mineral 
resources of Vancouver's Ishmd are silver 
and gold, but not in large ([uantities. In 
British Columbia larg(* c[uantitios of gold 
are found. In less than five years some 
six million (bjllarsof gold was sent to San 
Francisco. J.u Queen Charlotte It-land 
copperoreis found. In .\laska coal exists 
but the quantity of it is iiuknowu. Tiie 
ve!;etatioii of the region is notever estimut- 
od. The trees grow to an enormous 
height and thickness. Some of thein'' grow 
to the height of '200 feet. There are 
sjiecius of grass found which can be used 
for raising useful horses. From the 
mouth of tho Eraser to its termination are 
stretches of as fertile land as can be found 
on this Continent, and before the close of 
(.'ivili/.utiou. 'I'lie area of Alaska is com- 
putod to be ."iT 1 ,Oi)ll S(iuarc miles, but Clin- 
toncouuty, I'enn., wliieli is only 758 miles 
in eitcnt, c'(jiitaiiis more hpeeiments of 
plants. Aninitils of various kinds are nu- 
merous. Salmon abound in tho rivers as 
well as ti'dut and black fish, Tho In- 
dians—what shall he said of them? The 
ideiis whi.di bavi,' been formed of them are 
mainly duo to imaginary ([ualitii's with 
v.liich they iiave been invested. His 
eloi|ueni'i' is due to his barbarism. He 
never attains to any knowledge of hi.s own 
mental conceptions, I li^ve tried in vain 
to find the s})lritual element among them, 
and nio.st of them have no idea of a future 
state, 'i'lie record of the wrongs we have 
inflicted upon tha Indians makes a black 
page against us, if wo admit that tho land 
originally belonged to them and should 
be theiri by right. ' But when wo conaidor 
the teeming M>l]ipo.B-^ j^Cciyiiu^tion y(hn 
■(•ome to us from Europo Ho deVeroy our 
resources, wo oannot see how they, in the 
instiiiets of liaibarisni , should occupy a 
large amount of territory, which we, in 
the iiittu-cst uf eivili/.ation, wtu'k to develop 
for the good of nuinkind. We aro told 
they aru heaven planted than us'/ Can it be 
said that 300 Indians have the right to 
occnpv a territorv as large as this State, 
to tlie"e\(dusi(Ui of :!,0flO,(i(IO of the Anglo- 
Saxon race who would make it contribut* 
to the glory of the empire. Barbarous as it 
may seem, it is nevertneloss true, that the 
[ndiaus mast either do part of the work 
which the country is performing or mako 
room for those -who will. 

Tho fur trade has proved a great source 
of wealth to tiiose who are enga.fred in it. 
Tho future cd' Ih-iti'di Columbia lies in the 
completion of the X(U-thern I'acilic Kail- 
road, and who can say, when that road is 
completed, what the future will be? The 
mission of our race is that of coniiucst, to 
be followed by civilization. Its every 
footprint upon any soil has been a bless- 
ing.

A pasfittcr in London (Canada) 
naniocl John Law, has invented nn oil 
aud tar burner for heating nnd gener- 
ating steam, which ought to create a 
revolution in tho Bteam-produciug pro- 
ceas of our time. A contemporary, thus 
de^oritjes tho ajiperanco and effects of 
this important invention, ■which has 
been ill use for more than n year in tho 
great potrolcuiu works of London: — 

'"When tho funiiice doors aro oiien- 
ed, you see before jou an interior of 
raging flame, having a rush like that 
bit a blast furnace, all issuing from a 
aniall iron pipe of an inch or loss diam- 
eter in the nozzle, from which point 
the flaino swells out until it fills the 
whole interior. Tlie fliimo is of so ex- 
pausivo ft natui-e, unclor the Kteani 
blbst, the^t at the distance of a foot or 
two " from tlio nozzle, it attains a 
volume sufficient to fill the wliolo fhio 
H])aco of ft boiler teu feet; in diameter, 
and thirty feet iu length, return Hues 
and all, and oxteiidiiig hoyond this 
wixty feet of length into the chiinuoy. 
We rather think, thougli on tiiis jioint 
we are not quite certain, that tho Bume 
ia ill most cases carried tlireo times 
along tho whole length of tho boiler, 
from front to back and return, aud 
thou back to the chininoy again; but at 
all events the flame reaches to a most 
extraordinary length, imiielled forward 
ns it in by a troinendiiouB force, and 
fed by perlia]:)s the greatest llame pro- 
ducing combustible known. The com- 
bination is perfect, too, scarcely a curl 
of snioke is to be seen from the chim- 
ney, and ashes and soot there are none 
to Bpoak of. Examine ono of the 
tubes at tho nozzle, and you will see 
that it really eoiisists of two tubcR, an 
interior and an exterior one, and it is 
explained to you that the petroleum is 
discharged from the former, and the 
sleam from the latter. The petroleum 
liuine, starting from the mouth of the 
interior tube, in from the instant of itn 
atart surrounded by tho the steam jet 
frum the concentric oxtenor tube; aud, 
impelled forward by thepowerfuHorco 
brought to bear upon, it,, it expands im- 
mediately into a large volume, glowing 
Nvith the brightnoHS of the sun almost, 
aud reaching to a great length. The 
iimido construction of the tube wo do 
not atteinjit to dcfjcrilae, sullice it to 
say that it is such, along with the cou- 
nectiouB for t.n. iply of both petroleum 
aud steam, as to give the man who at- 
tends the furnace the power of regu- 
lating the supply of both with a turn 
or two of the wrist. He looks at the 
lliiine, and from esporionco kno\VH 
whether the 8Ui)ply of either oi',both of. 
tho two rec[uires turning off or turning 
on a little to produse the most corii-' 
]ilcte efl'cct. AVImt tlii.s invention has 
done and is doing for the oil retining 
interobt iiiiiy be cstiiuatod by the fact 
that whereas one concern, the Engle- 
hart Company, espeniled before iu one 
year ?4:5,000 for fuel, the fuel now 
costs nothing, being merely tho tar or 
refuse remaining in tlv stills." Slioukl it 
be found practicablo to a^jply this inven- 
tion to steam narigatiou.of which there 
would Hconi to bono reas(jiiable doubt, 
it would, indeed, he difhcult to over- 
entiiuate tho fesults'. Just think of the 
weight and room now monopolized by 
coal, all, or nearly all utilized for 
frciglit or passengers, to say nothing 
of the reduction of the expense of gen- 
er.'itiiig steam to a mere Imgatellc! It 
would, indeed, be a revulution, both 
on sea tcA Itind. ' Surely no time will 
1)0 lost by scientific meu in testing the 
adaptahijity. to steam navigation of 
Law's burner. ■
